The prior art of record fails to disclose 
or obviate at the time the invention was made a medication dispensing 
apparatus, comprising a housing, drive member, and fluid container, and 
including a gear set having first and second pinions pivotal on a plunger member 
and shiftable proximally and distally therewith; the first pinion engaging a first 
rack axially stationary within the housing and the second pinion engaging a 
second rack movable within the housing on a piece clutchably connected to the 
drive member, and further including a latching element comprising a latching lip 
and skid; wherein the skid is slideable along a skid engaging surface during distal 
advancement of the drive member and the plunger element such that the skid is 
maintained by a spring force in a first position, during dose preparation and 
administration, free of a latchable element disposed on the plunger member and 
wherein the skid-engaging surface shifts distally of the skid such that the skid 
passes beyond the proximal end upon administration of a final dose allowing the 
latching lip to be urged by the spring force from the first position to a second 
position to engage the latchable element and physically lock the plunger element. 
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It is the combination of the explicit features of the gear set/plunger member and 
the latching element that defines and distinguished over the prior art.
